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Swan song for Li’l Chick Inn

A building where for decades vacationing fam- 
ilies on their way to the cottage stopped to dine 
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will be demolished in the very near future. 

The Li’l Chick Inn was built in 1946 by Fred 
Oland, a cottage country entrepreneur who also 
built the adjacent Clansman Motel, north of Car- 
narvon off Highway 35. 

The family-style restaurant would offer up

meals to tourists and locals alike for more than 
30 years before Ann and Don Barker converted 
the building into a home in 1981.

ognizable as the large, yellow building on the bend near 
Matabanick Road, when they moved to the Highlands from 
Toronto’s Willowdale neighbourhood in 1974. 

They kept the name, which had been in place since the 
eatery was originally opened by Oland nearly 30 years 
before. 

“Tt was always called that,” Ann said, seated in her kitchen 
earlier this month, explaining the restaurant had changed 
hands a few times between Oland and her and Don. 

“The agreement was no restaurant,’ she continued. “The 
idea when we bought the place was yes, it could be turned 
into a house.” 

However, Ann would still run the Li’! Chick Inn for five 
years while Don got a job with a local fuel company before 
going on to start his own heating and cooling business. 

The Barkers and their three children took up residence in 
the small living quarters at the back of the restaurant and 
the 19-by-19-foot cabin on the property. 

Ann said the layout of the building that was once the res- 
taurant hasn’t changed much. 

“It’s much the same as it was, except a few partitions,’ she 
said, looking around her spacious kitchen. 

The long dining room that occupied the front of the build- 
ing and held “50-odd people,” has been divided into two liv- 
ing areas and an entranceway and its long bar removed. 

The kitchen is still similar in setup, she said, minus the 
removal of the large grill that was taken to the snack booth 
at the Stanhope Airport. 

The restaurant always had quite a connection to the 
former township of Stanhope, particularly its fire depart- 
ment, said Ann, who sat as a councillor in Stanhope. 

One of the departments’ five emergency phones was 
kept at the restaurant and Ann recalls preparing meals for 
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Don and Ann Barker stand outside their home, which for decades was the Li’l Chick Inn restaurant. The couple is tearing the 
water-damaged building down as they build a new home on the property.

department members after particularly long calls. 

She remembered once a grandmother and her grandchil- 
dren were killed in a road collapse at Big Hawk Lake and 
that the firefighters had searched tirelessly through the day 
and night until they located the bodies. 

“They hadn’t eaten properly in two days,” she said, 
explaining she’d fixed them a steak dinner. “A lot happened 
in this place.” 

In a brave experiment for Haliburton County at the time, 
Ann said they decided to keep the restaurant open during 
the winter for a couple of years, but didn’t have the most 
successful results. 

“We had a few guys from hydro, Bell, that sort of thing,” 
she said, but added that in the end, keeping the place open 
May through Thanksgiving seemed to prove the most effec- 
tive. 

After the Barkers closed the Li’l Chick Inn, Ann got into 
catering and local politics and Don’s heating and cooling 
business is still operational to this day. 

The building is coming down due to what Ann said is 
unrepairable water damage. 

As she explained, when the couple bought the place, it 
was level with Highway 35. However, some road work by the 
province raised the road several feet to the height it is now. 

Ann said lack of proper drainage has meant that for dec- 
ades, water has been running downhill from the highway 
and into the structure. 

“Unfortunately over the years, because of the water, 
it’s caused us problems,” she said. The damage is severe 
enough, she said, that rebuilding rather than renovating 
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The Li’l Chick Inn as it existed decades ago (bottom 
building). Closed in 1979, for years the building has been the 
home of Ann and Don Barker.

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Pregnant 
mom gets a 
buck for two

Without a doubt, one of the best things to happen to hunt- 
ing and fishing in the last few years is the influx of women to 
these pastimes. Women have quickly proven themselves to be 
capable and keen anglers and hunters, which should come as 
no surprise to anyone. 

More importantly, they've infused these sports with a new 
perspective and much-needed participants, which is essen- 
tial if hunting, especially, is to maintain relevance and accept- 
ance in the modern world. 

With this in mind, I was thrilled to hear from local hunter 
Nikki Latanville who recently bagged the buck of a lifetime 
with her crossbow near Carnarvon. Her 215-pound, non- 
typical buck has 16 scorable points and an impressive rack 
that was recently green-scored at 172 4/8. It was taken on the 
afternoon of Dec. 14 and is a shoo-in for the record books. In 
fact, it could conceivably rank among, or close to, the top 25 
crossbow-taken deer in Ontario of all time. 

Latanville, who has taken deer with rifle, shotgun and bow 
is as keen as they come. So it’s no surprise that she was tough- 
ing it out in the cold on the second-to-last day of our bow sea- 
son when that monster buck came in. The first two arrows 
from her compound bow resulted in two misses - one at 20 
and the other at 30 yards. The deer left shortly afterwards. 
Frustrated, she went home, and returned with her crossbow, 
hoping for another chance at any deer. 

Remarkably, the 28-year-old had just returned and settled 
into her ground blind when the big buck visited again. This 
time, her aim was true. 

It’s an incredible story in its own right, but the most amaz- 
ing part is that Latanville was eight-months pregnant at the 
time. How’s that for dedication? 

This, by the way, is why Latanville, who is normally a com- 
petent shot with a compound bow, missed when the deer first 
came in. Her “baby bump” got in the way of the string and

Her 
advanced state of pregnancy limited her ability to help in 
dragging and dressing out the animal.

I guess you 
could call them two blessed events.

Test the ice before you go out and be cautious

The ice fishing season is upon us and, once again, it’s 
every angler’s responsibility to proceed safely. 

Recent frigid temperatures and relatively little snow 
cover have provided good ice-making conditions, but that 
doesn’t mean that you should let your guard down. 

Going through the ice can be fatal. 


As always, test the ice as you go with a spud or drill to 
determine ice quality and thickness. 

Four inches of good clear or blue ice is typically consid- 
ered safe for a walking angler; eight inches for the snow- 
mobiler. 

This provides a margin of error in case thickness isn’t 
consistent, which is often the case. 

As always, honeycombed or white, soft ice should be 
avoided. 

The regular cautions still apply: stay away from ice that 


has formed over flowing water, springs or pressure cracks; 
avoid beaver dams and lodges as well as river inlets and 
outlets too. 

And remember that ice over deeper water takes a bit 
longer to develop early in the season. 

Ice fishing is a fantastic winter activity and we’re blessed 
with a multitude of lakes and opportunities. 

Use common sense, err on the side of caution and enjoy 
the season. 
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Land trust maps ecologically important areas

Wetlands likely to house Blanding’s turtles and for- 
ests with the prime conditions for Whip-poor-wills will be 
much easier to identify after all of the data compiled by two 
key land trust projects are fleshed out. 

A wetland reconnaissance and community mobiliza- 
tion initiative along with a species at risk modeling update 
funded by Environment Canada and the Ministry of Nat- 
ural Resources respectively, have given the county’s land 
trust some of the knowledge it needs to successfully pro- 
tect the environment and species that make the Highlands 
special. 

“Our mission for the land trust is to protect the natural 
heritage: the plants and the animals and the special nat- 
ural features of Haliburton County for future generations,’ 
said Haliburton Highlands Land Trust chairperson Sheila 
Ziman. “When we started in 2004, we were keen to do that, 
but we had a little problem that we didn’t have enough 
information on what those special areas and plants and 
animals that needed protection were. What were they and 
where were they? It all started there. What did we need to 
protect and where was it? We needed this data to inform 
our conservation efforts.” 

At the time, the information was sparse; there were only 
75 documented sightings of species at risk. 

“Both those projects asked for public input and now we 
have 350 reported sightings in our database. That’s 350 that 
would be added to that 75,” Ziman said. 

The sightings have come largely from the public, who 
were asked to contact project biologist Paul Heaven with 
sightings of species at risk, such as the wood turtle or the 
chimney swift. 

That information, once confirmed, has led the land trust 
- along with the government ministries that funded the 
projects - to create maps and models of where these spe- 
cies can be found. 

That knowledge can help preserve the landscapes that 
foster those plants and animals. 

“What I’m working on right now is habitat modeling 
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Blanding’s turtles are one of the species at risk that live in 
Haliburton County. 


- trying to figure out where these species are distributed 
throughout our landscape,” said Heaven. 

“With the wetland work we were trying to figure out what 
other wetlands were important in the county. Very little 
investigative wetland work has been done in the county to 
date. 

It’s overwhelming when we think we have about 20,000 
wetlands and we haven't even begun to look at them to find 
out which ones are important.” 


Although the county has policies around preserving eco- 
logically important land, there is no data to support those 
policies. 

It is something the work of the HHLT will assist with. 

During the past summer and into the fall, the HHLT part- 
nered with The Land Between to run educational work- 
shops about reptiles and birds at risk. 

The workshops included information on how to iden- 
tify different species, which Ziman credits for some of the 
sightings from the public. 

“Last summer we offered reptiles at risk workshops - we 
had five throughout the county - and you could see the 
momentum building,” she said. 

The first workshop had seven participants. 

“By the end of the summer we had 82 in Wilberforce. 
That was the last workshop,’ she said. 

Both Heaven and Ziman were thrilled with how engaged 
the public was with work around local biodiversity and 
conserving sensitive species. 

“The community response was fantastic. We got much 
more than we originally anticipated. The land trust is just 
thrilled with the community involvement and obvious 
snowballing effect,” Ziman said. 

The land trust is planning to continue its research into 
the county’s ecologically important areas, now applying for 
another MNR grant. 

They are also launching a second Species at Risk Journal 
at R.D. Lawrence Place on Feb. 19. 

“We're going to have a journal launch and someone from 
Bird Studies Canada is going to do a couple of presenta- 
tions for us because out of those eight species [at risk] that 
were newly listed - they’re all found in Haliburton - seven 
of them are birds,’ Ziman said. 

More information on the launch event will appear in the 
Minden Times closer to the date.

In March, the Ontario Municipal 
Board ordered the township to pay 
the Middletons more than $760,000 
to compensate for the inadequate 
amount the family had been given 
when the township expropriated their 
property for the Stanhope Airport

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Ten-digit dialing begins Jan. 15 


Beginning Jan. 15, 2011, residents of the region served 
by the 705 area code in Ontario will be required to dial 10 
digits - the area code followed by the seven-digit phone 
number - for all local calls. The introduction of 10-digit 
dialing in the area is the result of a decision by the Cana- 
dian Radio-Television and Telecommunications Commis- 
sion (CRTC) and will pave the way for the addition of a new 
area code, 249, in March 2011, as the 705 area code reaches 
capacity. 

From now until the introduction of 10-digit dialing, the 
Telecommunications Alliance, a group of Ontario’s major 
telecommunications companies, will lead an informa- 
tion campaign that includes advertising, information for 
business and consumer associations and a website (www. 
dial10.ca) where useful information can be found. 

“Ten-digit dialing affects all residents and businesses in 


the region served by area code 705. It is important that eve- 
ryone takes the time to reprogram their systems and com- 
munications equipment prior to Jan. 15, 2011, in order to 
avoid any inconveniences caused by the changes,” stated 
Glenn Pilley, spokesperson for the Canadian Number- 
ing Administrator. As of Jan. 15, 2011, local calls dialed 
with only seven digits will be interrupted by a recorded 
announcement before being connected. The announce- 
ment may disrupt data transmission so it is important to 
make the necessary changes in advance. 

How to get ready 

All consumers and businesses must add the area code to 
pre-programmed numbers in all of their telecommunica- 
tions devices (e.g. autodialers, fax machines and comput- 
ers). They must also contact their alarm company to ensure 
that their alarms and security systems are already repro- 


grammed for 10-digit dialing. 


New area code starting in March 2011 

A new area code, 249, will be added in the 705 region 
using the overlay method. This new area code will coexist 
with the current 705 area code and will cover the same geo- 
graphic area. Customers with area code 705 numbers will 
retain their numbers. Numbers in the new 249 area code 
will only be assigned to customers for additional services 
on an as-needed basis. Introducing a new area code does 
not affect local calling areas in any way. 

The Telecommunications Alliance, whose members 
include Bell, Rogers and TELUS, was formed to spearhead 
this public awareness initiative. Interested parties can find 
detailed information on how to get prepared for local 10- 
digit dialing at www.dial10.ca.

It appears deer numbers in the 
area are down, but a biologist with 
the Minden Ministry of Natural 
Resources office says it’s not a prob- 
lem. 

“I believe deer numbers are down 
from what they were earlier in this 
decade, but it was our management 
goal to reduce numbers,” said Gerry 
Moraal, adding this has been accom- 
plished partially through creating 
more generous rules for hunters, 
such as increasing antlerless tags and 
having additional seals available for a 
two-year period. 

Also, he said the severity of the last 
couple of winters could have contrib- 
uted to a decrease in the deer popu- 
lation. 

This hunting season was a bit 
slower due to what seems to bea 
reduced population. 

“Harvests are still down from last 
year, but not as much as previously 
indicated,” Moraal said, adding the 
drop for this area was about 15 per 
cent. 
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Deer numbers down, 
but that’s OK 


The key for the MNR now is main- 
taining the current population. 

“I believe there are plenty of deer 
still on the landscape to sustain our 
populations,” Moraal said, but added 
that deer feeding can be a complicat- 
ing factor. 

The MNR is asking residents again 
this year to refrain from feeding deer. 

“We just really don’t recommend it 
at all?’ Moraal said. 

While he understands that during 
winter months, people take pity on 
deer and think that by feeding them 
they are helping the creatures, in 
reality, he said, such behaviour actu- 
ally harms the animals. 

“Tt can cause digestive problems,” 
he said, explaining that if a deer’s 
system becomes reliant on artificial 
feed, it can actually increase the ani- 
mal’s metabolism, meaning it needs 
even more food. 

There are plenty of other negative 
effects as well. 

Feeding concentrates large num- 
bers of deer in a small area, which 
means the habitat can’t support them 
and can ultimately lead to reproduc- 
tive problems and higher mortality 
rates.

just this year. 

“This past summer my goal was to do the 
Minden 150,” he said, which he did. “I found 
out about this ride that same weekend.” 

The spring ride will be a little more 
intense than the Minden 150, however, with 
Birchall covering approximately 320 kilo- 
metres in two days. 

He is one of 4,000 riders who have regis- 
tered for the Toronto event. There are oth- 
ers in other cities in Ontario, Quebec, B.C. 
and Alberta. 

Birchall, who ran for councillor of Ward 2 
in the recent Minden Hills election, said a 
recent birthday was a revelation for him, an 
epiphany where he decided he wanted to 
do more with himself. 

“IT turned 50 this year and I said, ‘I want to 
do something with my life,” he said. “What 
if in the course of my life, I 
can save one person’s?” 

Like many, Birchall has 
had cancer touch people in 
his life. 

“A very good friend just 
discovered this year that she 
has it and it’s throughout her 
body,” he said. “I think it’s 
very prevalent.” 

Both his mother and 
mother-in-law have had 
brushes with breast can- 
cers and undergone surgical 
procedures. As a result, Bir- 
chall has chosen to have the 
money he raises for his ride 
to go specifically towards 
breast cancer research.

Driving in a winter wonderland begins with how you sit

Winter driving takes special care. Richard 
Spenard, who was inducted into the Cana- 
dian Motorsports Hall of Fame in 2001 and is 
among the country’s most successful drivers 
(and is no stranger to winter, having won the 
Quebec Ice Series championship), says the 
mistakes people make are simple, and quite 
simply avoided. 

“We tend to drive with big, heavy coats and 
that limits movement. Also, people don’t sit 
properly.” Spenard says most people are too 
far away from the brake pedal and steering 
wheel, and don’t use proper hand positions on 
the wheel. 

“Ideally, your hands should be at three 
o'clock and nine o’clock, with a bend in the 
elbow.” He says we should be in such a posi- 
tion that, in a panic stop, we shouldn’t have 
any trouble pressing the brake pedal all the 
way to the floor without stretching our legs. 

Spenard says perhaps the most important 
step we can take is just to “slow down tremen- 
dously.” A highway entrance or exit we can 
take at 90 km/h an hour on a dry summer day 
may be too quickly taken at 25 km/h in foul 
weather. 

“Slow sometimes means really, really slow,’ 
he says. “Pay attention to the movement of your 
car, the way the steering feels, the adhesion of 
the tires against the surface of the road.” 

These days, even with about 90 per cent of 
new cars having antilock brakes (ABS), Spe- 
nard says many people are ignorant of the 
proper way to use them. 

“They’re afraid of the vibration and the 
noise,” he says. “It’s ABS that allows you to 
brake firmly without pumping the brake, but 
they release pressure when they’re trying to 
slow down because they re afraid of it. Brake as 
hard as you can — with ABS you can still steer 
because you're not locking up the wheels.” 

Ideally, though, Spenard says all of your 
braking should be done in a straight line, 
before you enter a corner. “Panic braking

with ABS shouldn't be a problem. Just keep 
it pointed straight and don’t worry about the 
noise.” If you’re in a car that doesn’t have ABS, 
you will lock up the wheels in a panic situation, 
so Spenard says to apply just enough pres- 
sure to stay below the locking threshold, then 
relieve the pressure a little. You can’t direct the 
car if the wheels are locked, so you must be 
more careful without ABS. 

ABS, though, can make for longer stopping 
distances, so he says one of the easiest things 
you can do is to leave more distance between 
yourself and the car in front, or a light or stop 
sign. 

“Look through the car in front of you to see 
what’s coming up, and stay off the phone,’ he 
says. 

As for skidding, Spenard says prevention is 
the best cure. 

“We're not on the race track. We can’t afford 
to lose control even slightly. Slow down long 
before the corner, and if you're entering a high- 
way, you are looking for trouble if you haven’t 
slowed down in a straight line beforehand.” 

Once you've slowed down, maintain a con- 
stant speed through the corner, and don’t start 
accelerating again until you’ve unwound the 
steering wheel and your wheels are pointed 
straight. 

“If you come in (to the corner) too fast, the 
back end will go around. If you’re in a corner 
and you accelerate with front-wheel drive, you 
spin the wheels, which has the same conse- 
quences as locking the wheels. 

“What we should do is prevent, not recover. 
Don’t be pressured (by the car behind you).’ 

Spenard is spreading the word on behalf 
of Michelin’s Winter Driving Academy.
